2. The Union says that this worker was a conductor under this manage 
mentand while he was operating their bus on 1-7-1970 at about 11 a.in. 
it was checked by the Checking Inspector and found that only 57 tickets 
had been issued whereas lie ought to have issued 602 tickets. This is being 
done by the conductor to cause loss to the company. The matter was 
reported to the man gement. A memo was issued to the worker and lie 
gave his reply, The worker contended that he had not allowed the three 
passengers with his knowledge to travel without tickets. The bus stopped 
handed over the ticket books and memo. These three passengers had got 
into the bus from very near the Aliyar Mill. Since he was attending to 
other passengers he was not able to issue tickets to them . This matter was 
explained to the Checking Inspector also. After obtaining the explanation 
the management issued him an enquiry notice. The enquiry was proposed 
10 be conducted by the Advocate of the management. The worker raised 
objections in the conduct of the enquiry by the said person . But the 
management went on with the enquiry by the very same person . The 
worker says that the findings of the enquiry officer are not impartial. There 
after he was dismissed . Conciliation conferences did not result in any 
settlement. The union says that the worker is innocent anrl is to be 
reinstated with back wages . 

3. It is admitted by the management in the reply statement that the 
said worker was working as a conductor in their bus. The Checking 
Inspector who checked the bus found that he had not issued tickets to 
some of the passengers. An explanation was called for and the same was 
not satisfactory. An advocate was authorised to conduct the enquiry and 
le conducted it . This worker raised objections in the conduct of the enquiry 
by the said advocate . This objection was not sustainable and the advocate 
conducted the enquiry . The worker was found guilty and the enquiry 
officer recommended dismissal. The proprietor of the concern agreed with 
the findings of the enquiry officer and dismissal order was issued . The 
allegation that the said enquiry officer is legal advisor of the concern is not 
corred . He had o some occasions represented the management before 
the sad trusport authority . The managemen : use i to engage other 
lawyers also . The enquiry is not in any way vitiated . The charge against 
him being very scrious he was given proper punishment. The worker is 
101 entitled to any relief. 

7. WW1 is the concerned worker. He speaks in support of union 
statement. The bus was checked at the stop near Aliyar s Mill . About 10 
yards away from the stop three passengers, had got into the bus. Before he 
was able to issue tickets to these passengers the checking Inspector boarded 
the bus and lie handed over the ticket books and memo to liim . The check 
ing T: specter was told about this and without taking into consideration the 
matter was reported and explanation was called for. He submitted his 
espla aion and an enquiry was conducted . Mr. Radhakrishnan, was appo 
intis is th : Enquiry Officer. Since he is a person connected with the 


proprietor and also because he is the legal adviser le stated that he should 
not be appointed as the enquiry officer, Without considering this objection 
the enquiry was conducted by him and recommended liis dignissal. The 
enquiry is not impartial. The worker also said that the enquiry officer is 
present in court. 

5. In cross he says that Sri Radhakrishnan is all Advocate at Palghal. 
He does not know why he has come to court. The worker does not know 
whether another lawyer is the permanent lawyer of this proprietor. He 
does not know in how many cases de las appeared for the management. 
The worker says that even before the enquiry was started he told that the 
worker will be dismissed . So he thought that no useful purpose will be 
served if he conducted the enquiry . The enquiry officer has not recorded 
wliat all he said at the enquiry. He brought three witnessca but only one 
was examined . Since all these events Look place sure tyears back he 
does not remember the details He has affixed his signature on all the 
pages of the enquiry proceedings. In the enquiry proceedings he has 
endorsed that only one witnesy need be examined on his behalf. He has 
also signed below that endorsement. Stages are fixed for checking . The 
stage near, Aliyar Mill is a checking stage. Then he says that it is not a 
stage for checking . Ext. MI is his explanation . He admits thathe had 
complained about the fixing of checking boarders. In his explanation he 
also states that there will be so many difficulties if there is checking at 
places other than those fixed for checking . This is so said in Ext. MI (a) 
also . When the checking Inspector came he was standing outside the bus . 
* These three persons boarded the bus just about 20 yards away froin Aliyan 
Mill. One of them is a regular passenger. He got his name and other 
particulars from Vandithavalam . These three persons gave ticket charges 
to the Checking Inspector and asked for tickets , but no tickets were issued . 
These three persons got into the bus from the entry in the front and he was 
in the rear . Even when he gave the ticket book to the checking Inspector 
he told him that no tickets had been issued to these three passengers. He 
got their names and addresses from them . 

6. WW2 says that he knows WWI, the conductor . He remembers tu 
have boarded the bus in which WWIwas the conductor some 3 to 4 year s 
back . Two other persons were also with him . Within 20 feet away from 
the last stop they boarded the bus. The conductor had no time to issue 
tickets , since the checking Inspector got into the bus immediately there 
after. The Conductor handed over the ticket book and memo to the 
checking Inspector saying that he has not issued tickets to these three 
passengers. All of them asked for tickets . But the checking Inspector told 
them not to bother about it. He was also examined at the enquiry. He 
says that he has written B. Sc. degree examination . 

7. Il cross he says that when he got into the bus he did not see 
whether the conductor was in the bus. The conductor did not issue tickets 
or collect fares before the checking Inspector got into the bus. They alı 
told the checking Inspector that they got into the bus from a stop very near 


this place. The stop from which le hoarded the bus is in front ofhis house , 
The next stop near Aliyar s Mill is just 20 feet away from . Aliyar Mil. 
After a few daysWWI came along with some other persons and asked for 
his address and other particulars. They knew my name and other parti 
culars only because they came to my house after 3 or 4 days. He denies 
the allegation that he is giving false evidence to save the conductor , 

8. Nobody is examined on behalf of the Management and the only docu 
ment marked on behalf of the management is the explanation submitted 
by the worker . This is admitted to be correct by him . 

.The question to be decided is whether the dismissal is proper. The 
conduct of the enquiry is admitted by the worker. But his case is that the 
enquiry suffers certain major defects and by that the enquiry is vitiated . 
His contention is that the enquiry Officer was the advocate representing the 
management in courts and also at the conciliation . But it has been held in 
a number of decisions that the fact that he is a legal adviser is not a major 
dcfect. Regarding the enquiry the worker says that the enquiry Officer has 
not taken down everything that was stated by liim at the enquiry . The 
management has not chosen to.cxamine the enquiry Officer or any other 
person on their behalf to contradict this if this is not truc. The worker also 
adds that cven before the enquiry Officer conducted thc enquiry the worker 
knew that it is not going to be an impartial enquiry . Nobody has come to 
speak on behalf of the Management to deny this contention . As it stands 
these statements are not contradicte by anybody on behalf of the 
management. This is a case wherein the worker contends that he had his 
own doubts about the conduct of the enquiry in an impartial way by the 
enquiry Officer. It is true that certain answers werc elicited by the Man 
ageincnt in cross-examination of the witress. Butthat has not in any way 
shattered his contention that the enquiry has not been conducted in 
impartialway. Any allegation of this magnitude should have been denied 
by the management,witnesses . In the absence of hat the case put forth by 
the Union has to be accepted and hence I find that there is no proper 
enquiry conductcil by the management. 

The next question is whether themanagement has tried to establish the 
guilt of the worker in this court. In this regard the worker has come 
fors and with his case that lie is innocent and for this purpose he bas 
examined one of the passengers. It was for the management to disprove the 
case putforth by the wo ker. They have not chosen to do that also . In 
the ab.ence of any evidence to find that the worker is guilty of the 
charges levelled against him find that his dismissal is improper and he is 
mitted to be reinstated with back wages and continuity of service.

2. Notice was issued to the parties and at first the management was 
represented . The Unions were not present. So registered notice was 
issued to both the unions. Both of them received it; but they remained 
ex parte. So they were declared ex parte and disposal notice was issued to 
both the unions. Union No. 1 received that; but union No. 2 refused to 
receive it . There ifter thematter was posted for exparte evidence. An 
affidavit is filed by the management. In the absence of any other evidence 
that is accepted . It is stated in the affidavit that they have not mechanised 
their factory to the full extent. They installed power press for ridge tiles to 
improve the quality and also to increase production . The production of 
hand press is only thousand tiles, whereas power press will give 1,700 tiles 
during the sameworking hours. Other tile works are having power presses. 
This power press was started on 15-1-1974 . The practice while they were 
having hand press was to send the necessary workers to operate the hand 
press as and when necessary on a temporary basis. So when they started the 
power press they had no permanent workmen in this press section for ridges 
and so they employed iemuporary workers. The workers who were tempora .. 
rily working in the hand press were permanently employed in some other 
sections and they cannot claim to be entitled to work permanently in the 
ridges section . This system continued peacefully from January to August, 
1974. All on a sudden the workers star cd an agitation stopping the work in 
the factory . The managementhas not in any way increased the workload 
of any of the workers in any section . The power press has not in any way 
increased the workload and they have not violated any of the provisions of 
the Industrial Disputes Act. They have also not effected any change in the 
conditions of service applicable to the workmen . By introducing the power 
press they have been able to avoid the running of the hand press once or 
twice again . These persons who were temporarily working in the hand press 
were never allowed to work in the power press after 1974. There is no 
question of any retrachment or change in the condition of service conse 
quent on the installation . The managentient is entitled to make changes 
without affecting the rights of workers . They have done this only to 
improve the quality of tiles and also to increase production . This also will 
not in any way increase the workload . The present contention of the 
workers that there is increase in the workload is only to justify the illegal 
acts done by the workers. In thie absence of any evidence contrary this is 
accepted and an award is passcd saying that there has been no increase in 
the workload of the workers in the factory consequent on the introduction 
of power press. In view of this no workinen are affected by increase in the 
workload and no relief is also to be granted . 

I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

ORDER 


In the orders read above Government have issued rules for the allot 
ment and occupation of N.G. O s Quarters in the State and for Gazetted 
Officers Quarters at Kawdiar, Trivandrum respectively . Apart from these 
two sets of rules there are executive orders of Government governing the 
allotment ofGazetted Officers Quarters in the Districts of Quilon , Kottayam 
and Trichur etc.. As there are no united rules governing the allotment and 
occupation of quarters by Government Servants and also in view of the fact 
that classification ofofficers as Gazetted and Non Gazetted has been 
dispensed with it was found desirable to have unified rules for allotment of 
quarters to all categories of Government officers . 

In the circumstances , Government are pleased to issue in supersession 
of the rules and orders issued in the matter the revised rules appended to 
this order for allotment and occupation of Government Officers quarters with 
cffect from 1st April, 1975 . 

The quarters which are earmarked or reserved for allotment of certain 
categories of officers for the sake of administrative purposes shall be conti 
pued as before. 

The Chief Engineer (G , B & R ) and the District Collectors will take 
immediate action for the implementation of the order.

Rules for the Allotment and Occupation of Government 

Servants Quarters in Kerala — 1975 


1 . Short title . - These rules shall be called the rules for the allotment 
and occupation ofGovernment Servant s Qua ters in Kerala -1975 . 

2 . Extent of application . These Rules shall apply to all residential 
buildings under the control of the P.W.D or the District Collector, as the 
ca: c may be, and do not apply to buildings under the control of other 
departments . 
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3. Definitions. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant to 
he subject or context. 

(i) " Quarters" mea s buildings cons ructed leased or acquired 
by the Government ot Kerala for being let out to State Government Emplo 
vees for their residence on payment of rent, which are under the control of 
the P. W. D. or the District Collector, as the case may bº ; 

( ii ). " Applicant" means a Government Servant who is eligible for 
allotment of a quarters and who submits an application for allotment of 
quarters in the form prescribed by Government; 

( iii) “ Allottee " means a Government Servant to whom quarters 
have been allotted by competent authority but not occupied ; 

( iv ) “ Occupant” means an allottee who takes possession of 
the quarters duly allotted to him after completing alt formalities required as 
per thcsc rules; 

(v) “ Collector" means the District Collector appointed by 
Government to be in charge of the District; 
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(vi) " E :ccutive Engineer " means the Executive Engineer in charge 
of the P. W. D. (B and R ) Division , having j :risdiction over the area 
wh -reihe quarrers are situatrd or his suborirate officials who hive b en 
empowered to discha ge his duties; 

(vii) " Junior Engineer" means the Junior Engineer ofthe Build 
ings and Roads Section under whose jurisdiction the quarters are situater! 
and who is directly in chirge of the quarters; 

(viii) " Ren " means the monthly rent payable by the occupant los 
the quarters as specified in these ruler ; 

(ix ) Standard rent” means the rent fixed for a quarte s by the 
P. W. D. and got approved by Government based on its capital cost and 
other aspects as laid down in the relevant rules issued in that behalf; 

(x ) " Head of Office " means the official superior or head of an 
office who is competent 10 draw and disburse the pay ofthe staff working 
under him and where necessary shall include the official superior who is 
competent to punish the staff ; 

(xi) " Pay " means pay as defined in Rule 12 (23) Part I of 
K. S. R. 

(xii) " Family " for the purpose of these rules includes officer s 
wife/husband, children , step children residing with him /her. 

4. (a ) Eligibility.- (i) The Government quarters are intended for 
allotment to the officers of the Sta e Government who do not have their 
own accommodation facilities in the place of duty. 

( ii). Quarters shall be alloted only to those officers who do not have 
residenti. I buildings within the r Headquarters Cities or to ans or within a 
radius of 15 (fifteen ) kilometers from their offices, either in their own names or 
in the names of their husbands or wives as the case may be, or in the names of 
their unmarrie 1 sons or daughters whether inherited or purchased or 
obtained otherwise , incluairg that under any hire purchase scheme. 

(iii) Non -availability of own accommodation facilities shall be clearly 
and specifically stated in the relevant column in the app ica ion for alloi 
ment of qu rters. In case it is subsequenıly detected that the statement in 
the application form in this regard is not true to facts , the allottee sball be 
liable 10 pay from the date o :occupation of the quarters , penal rent at 
three t mes the rate of standard rent fixed frir the quarters and to eviction 
under the provisions the Ke Public Buildings ( Eviction oi Unauthorised 
Occup :nts) Act, 1968 and th : rules made thereunder , fron the quarters 
forth with and in addit on , the allottee shall also be liable for disciplinary 
action under the relevant rules. 

(iv ) In case any a lottee or occupant of Government quarters s abse 
. quently acquire or obtains residential buildings in any manner refern.d.to 

in rule 4 (a ) the fact shall be forthwith intimated by tie allotteel "ccu jant 
to the Collector/the Executive Eng neer ( B and R ) concerned and the 
allottee occupant shall without fail vacate the quarters within one month 


from the date on which the allotice/occupant acquires or obtains such 
residential buildings. Occupation beyond the date of expiry of the said 
one month will be treated as unauthorised occupation and the allottee or 
occupant shall be liable to the penalities envisaged in these rules . 

(v) Failure to give timely intimation mentioned in clause (i) shall 
make the allottee liable to pay penal rent from the date of acquiring or 
obtaining such residential buildin , s till the date of vacating the Government 
quarters/buildirgs, at three times the rate of standard rent fixed for the 
quarters/buildings, in addision to the other penalities including disciplinary 
action . 


(b ) Personswho are not eligible for quarters: 

(i) Unmarried officers, 

( ii ) Officers who are not being paid from the consolidated funds of 
the State Government, like persons employed under local bodies, 
Government owned companies , Corporate bodies and other quasi Govern 
menta ] bodies. 

(iii) Officers who have been evicted from the quarters due to 
violation of rules or other grounds. 

(iv) Officers will be deemed to own a house if there is a house in 
the name of wife /husband -- as mentioned in Rulc 4 (a ) (ii) . 

( v ) Persons borne on daily wages/work charged /Contingent 
establisment . 


Explanation :-(1) Wives/Husbands of army and police personnel and 
(2) Married persons whose wife/husband is no more or is legally 

separated, but having dependent child or children will be 

eligible to occupy the quarters . 
(vii) Persons whose wife or husband has already been allotted 
quarters elsewere. 

5. Type of quarters eligible for. - For the purpose of allotment, the 
quarters are classified into various types as given in Appendix I. 

6. Allotment of quarters.- (1) The application for allotment of 
quarters shall be made in the form in Appendix II to the Collector through 
the head of office , who sh Il verify the correc ners of the information 
furnished in the application and countersign it and forward it to the 
Collector as early as possible . If the applicant himself is the head of office 
he may forward ine application to his immediate superior officer who shall 
forward it to the Collector . 

(2) The Collector shall scrutinise the applications received by him , 
Defective applications, if any, shallbe rejected and the applicants informed 
accordingly forthwith. If any application is found defective the applicant 
shall be given an opportunity to rectify it within seven days and if he 
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complies with the directions it should be considered as valid application . 
All the valid applications shall be registered in a register of the application.. 
Ifmore than one applications are received for a specific type of quarters on 
the same day priority shall be given to the applicant who has been working 
at the place for longer period and even that being cqual in more than one 
case, the applicant who is older . 

(3 ) Separate registers or separate folios in a single book in the form in 
Appendix III shall bemaintained for cach type of quarteir. 1 separate 
register shall be maintained for registering the applications which have 
priority in allotment and such applications shall be registered in both the 
registers simultancously . 

(4 ) An applicant or occupant who , due to promotion or otherwise , 
becomes eligible for a higher type of quarters, may submit a fresh applica 
tion for that type of quarters and shall be eligible for allotment of that 
quarters in the normal course according to the seniority in that group . In 
the case of an applicant , he will have claim to get the original type of 
quarters applied for, when his turn comes in the normal course. In the case 
of an occupant he will be allowed to continue to occupy the quarters till the 
time he is allotted a higher type of quarters . 

(5 ) Quarters shall be allotted as soon as it félls vacant. In 110 case 
shall the allotment of a house be delayed for more than a week of its falling 
vacant. 

(6 ) The quarters shall be allotted strictly in accordance with the 
priority of applicantions in the respective group i. e accordiog to thr 
priority of applicantions from the respective grades of officers for the type of 
quarters they are eligible for. In case a deviation from this rule for the 
allotment of quarters is found absolutely indispensable to meet any extra 
ordinary and exceptional circumstances which might justifiably warrant 
such a deviation , the District Collector shall address Government pointing 
out the special circumstance of the case and obtain prior orders in the 
matter . 

( 7) The allotment orders shall be in the forın given in Appendix IV 
and IV A. The allotment order shall be issued to the applicant through 
the head of office concerned . The head of office shall forward the oders of 
allotment to the applicant as expeditiously as possible. The Collector and 
the head of office shall see that there is no delay in despatching the allotment 
order to the concerned officers. The liability on the part of the allottee for 
payment of rent for the quarters commences after 7 days from the date of 
allotment orders or the date of occupation whichever is earlier . If by any 
chance the allottee does not require the quarters allotted to him he shall 
intimate the fact to the allotting authority within three days of the date or 
allotment order . If such intimation is delayed, the allottce shall be liable 
to pay the rent of the quarters upto the date on which such intimation is 
received by the Collector subject to a minimum of one month s rent. 
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Note: - The applicants, should intimate the District Collector in writing, if 

their applications are to be cancelled , due to their transfer to 
another station , or promotion to a Ca remaking them not eligible 
for the quarters or any other circumstances making them not in 
need of the quarters. All such intimations shall be routed through 

their heads of offices with copy direct to the Collector . 
(8) An officer to whom the quartes is allotted should occupy the same 
within 10 ays of the date of issue ut allotment order filing which the allot 
ment shall be cancellet and the building allotted to the next applicant 
without intimation to the original allotice The original allottee shall. 
however, be liable to pay rent for a minimum period of one month . 

(9 ). Applicants who are on leave at the time of issue of allotment 
orders shall be permitted to prolong the actual occupation of the quarters 
till they rejoin duty, if they so request in writing to the Collector. The 
advance rent payable shall be remitted within the time fixed and their 
liability to pay the rent of the quarters will commence after one week of the 
issue of allotment order. 

( 10 ) In case where officers of the grade prescribed for a particular type 
of quarters, as laid down in rule 5 are not availablc or where they do not 
require accommodation in quarters provided by Government, the fact being 
intimated to the allotting authority in writing, then such quarters may be 
allotted to other officers of a higher or lower grade, if any, who apply for 
such allotment, until an officer of the particular grade eligible for the parti 
< ular type of quarters becomes available and applies for allotment of the 
quarters. In the event of receiving such application , the allotting authority 
shall give notice to the then occupant of the quarters to vacate ihe quarters 
within one month ofthe receipt of such notice and he ocupant shall vacate 
the quarters within this time limit without raising any objection, and the 
quarters shall then be aliotted to such applicant or applicants on the basis 
of priority of application . If such applicant happens to be one who on any 
previous occasion did not want accommodation in the quarters and 
intimated the fact in writing to the allotting autrority his application shall 
not be entertained and no re-allounent of quarters as contempleted here 
shall be made in his favour. If a lower type quarters is allotted to a higher 
grade officer, the rent to be realised shall be 1 5 % of the pay of the officer 
from time to time or the standard rent whichever is lower and iſ a higher 
type quarters is allotted to a lower grade officer, the rent to be realised shall 
be 7.5 % of the pay of the officer from time to time or standard rent, which 
ever is higher . 

7. If an occupant due to reversion or other reasons, becomes ineligible 
for the type of qual ters allotted to him , but only to any of the lower type he 
may submit a fresh application for the type of quarters for which he is 
eligible . He shall be permitted to continue to occupay the quarters, 
provided he is willing to pay the standard rent or 7.5 % of the pay in the 
revised scale calculated at the rate of pay he was drawing immediately before 
the reversion; whichever is higher. It he is not willing to this , he shall 
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immediately vacate the quarters and wait for his turn for allotment of the 
quarters to which he is eligible for in the normal course . 

8. The Executive Engineer in charge of the building shall maintain a 
register of the allottees with details of the date of occupation , the date on 
which the building is vacated , rent collected list of enquipments fittings etc. 
The Executive Engineer shall inform the allotting .authority, viz . the 
Collector concerned within three days when a building falls vacant. He 
shall intimate the audit officer the occupancy of quarters from time to time. 

9 . Priorities for allotment of quarters will be available to the 
following: 

(1 ) Government Servants who are wives of Jawans Serving in 
Border area and who were killed in action or reported missing, ( To be certi. 
fied by proper military authority ) . 

(2 ) Officers who are physically handicapped . ( To be certificd by 
a Medical Officer not below the rank of an Assistant Surgeon / Assistant 
Professor belonging to the particular speciality.) 

(3 ) Ten percent of the quarters inclusive of the special priorities 
mentioned in rule 9 shall be reserved for all tment to members belonging to 
the Schedu ed castes and Scheduled ribes a ul a ratio of 1 : 1 shall be 
maintained between applicants belonging to Scheduled castes and 
Scheduled tribes . 

(4 ) Government Servants who have entered into intercastc 
marriage . (Tnis should b : Certified by a Revenur Officer not below the 
rank of of a Tahsildar) . 
: Note:-Priority for classes 1 , 2, 3 and 4 shall be 1 :1 with other non 

priority applicants. 
10. The following quarters in the Cantonment House Compound 
Trivandrum shall be reserved exclusively for personal staff of the Ministers 
and Speaker . The allotment of quarters shall be subject to the classi 
fication as prescribed in Appendix 1. 

Type 1–4 Nos. (8 families) 
Type II —- 3 Nos . (6 families) 

Type IV - 2 Nos . (2 families) 
Note:-(1) Allotment of these reserved quarters shall be on the basis of 

priority of application from the personal staff of the ministers 
and Speaker.. Among the applicants preference will be 
given to members of personal staff coming from areas outside 

Trivandrum city limits . 
(2 ) Applications from the members of the personal staff shall be 

forwarded to the District Collector, Trivandrum through the 
concerned Private Secretaries . The Private Secretaries 
concerned shall intimate the allotting authority the factwhen 
any person ceases to be a member of the personal staff . 
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(3) Any one in the personal staff of the Ministers and Speaker who 

eligible for as per the general rules if not available 
among 
the reserved quarters may be allotted such lower 
type 
quarters from among the above reserved quarters in the 

Cantonment House Compound . 
(4) If nobody from the personal staff of the Ministers and Speaker 

applies for or is available for allotment of the above men 
tioned reserved quarters, then such quarters shall be 
allotted to applicants from other Government employees 
according to the normal rules subject to the definite condition 
that the alloctee should vacate the quarters without fail, 
when members of the personal staff of Ministers or Speaker 

apply for the quarters, with onemonth s notice. 
(5 ) Members ofthe personalstaffofMinisters and Speaker who do not 

require allotment of these reserved quarters shall be eligible 
for allotment of quarters only in accordance with the normal 

rules followed in this regard . 
(6 ) Members of the personal staff of Ministers and Speaker who 

are not Government employees, shall vacate the quarters, 
thus allotted to them within a month positively from the 
date on which they ccase to be members of the personal 

staff of the Ministers and Speaker. 
(7 ) Members of the personal staff of Ministers and Speaker who are 

Government servants and who get allotment of those reserved 
quarters by virtue of the fact that they happen to be 
members of the personol statk ofMinister and Speaker, may 
continue to occupy such quarters even after they cease to be 
members of the personal staff of Minister and Speaker, 
subject to the condition that in case requests for allotment of 
such quarters are received from members of the personal 
staff of the Ministers and Speaker, the said occupant shall 
vacate the quarters with one month s notice without fail 
Such Government servants shall however , be eligible for 
allotment of quarters in accordance with the general rules, 
The allotment of these reserved quarters 10 such Government 
Servants by virtue of their position as members of the 
personal staff of Minister and Speaker shall not affect their 
priority in the general list of applicants, in case such Govern 
ment servants had already applied for allotment of quarters 
even before tuc special allotment of the quarters reserved 
for personal staff of Ministers and Speaker. To get priority 
in the general list, separate applications as per the general 

rules will have to be made to the allotting authority . 
(8 ) Oiher conditions in the general rules prescribed herein shall also 

apply in the allotment of these reserved quarters. 
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(a ) The following quarters at Kawliar, Trivandrun shill be 
reserved exclusively for allutinent to the following categories of efficers 
subject to the general rules prescribed herein : 

(1). Quarters No. 2 - Police officers in the rank of Superintendent 

of Police . 
Quarrers No. 3 - Chief Engincer (Gencral), P. W. D. 

Quarters No. 5 - District Sessions Judge, Trivandrun . 
Note .-- The quarters at Kawdiar are intended for allotment to cla : s I 

officers of the State Government who do not have residential 
accommodation of their own in Trivandrum . For tlic purpose 
of this rule class I officers will be officers whosc actual basic 
pay is Rs. 950 per mcnsem and above and officers belonging 

to all India Services , 
11. (i) An agreement in appendix V shall be executed by the 
allottees of the quarters before the quarters are actually occupied by them . 

( ii) The lease agreement to be exccuted shall be on plain paper, the 
stamp duty being payable by the Government. The Assistant Engineer, 
Buildings and Roads in charge of the quarters shall be competent to accept 
the agreement on behalf of the Governor of Kerala and these agreements 
shall be recorded in this office , duly numbered and entered in a separate 
register of agreements . 

12. Electric current charges and water charges where such amenities are 
available, shall be payable by the occupants direct to the Kerala State 
Electricity Board , Public Health Engincering Department or other bodies 
maintaining such system . 

An amount equal to two months standard rent of the building 
shall be deposited by each Government servant as advance before Occupa 
tion of the house and this amount shall be refunded to him when he /she 
vacates the building after deducting the dues to Government, if any, and on 
production of a non -liability certificate from the Collector concerned . or 
the two months standard rent, one month s standard rent will be collected 
as initial advance and the balance of one month s standard l entwill be 
collected as additional advance in two equalmonthly instalments. 
Note . The metre reading as on the date of occupation will be noted , 

and the occupant shall be responsible for payment towards 
further consumption charges. If, in the first bill received , 
any charges pertain to the period of occupancy ofthe previous 
occupant, the Junior Engineer concerne t shall collect the pro 
portionate amount due from the occupant and settle the bill,

so advanced shall be debited to the suspense head Misc . P.W. 

Advance and promptly recovered from the previous occupant. 
13. (1) The Poccupants shall provide their own furniture, other 
required materials and electric bulbs. 
• G. 576 
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Note - Where any items of furniture is provided by Government, rer: 

for the same, as fixed by Government, shall be payable by the 
occupant in addition to the rent of the quarters. In such casest 
no option shall be available for the occupant for non -paymen , 
of additional rent on the plea that such furniture is not ned 

required by the occupant... 
(2) An inventory of articles available in the quarters shall be 
prepared in duplicate by the Junior Engineer concerned and signed by the 
occupant and the Junior Engineer as soon as the allottee occupies the house. 
The original of the inventory shall be kept by the Junior Engineer and the 
duplicate by the occupant. The occupant shall be responsible for all articles 
included in the inventory until they are handed over to the Junior Engineer 
at the time of vacating the quarters and an unquaiified acknowledgment 
obtained for the same. 
Note .-- If any articles are lost or damaged , while in the custody of the 

occupant, the cost thereof shall be recovered from the occupant , 
as if it is arrears of rent. The cost of articles shall be fixed 
by the Junior Engineer, at book value or market value plus 

10 per cent centage. 
After the requirements of the rules are duly fulfilled the key of 
the quarters shall be handed over to the allottee by the Junior 

Engineer concerned . 
14. The occupant shall keep the quarters and premises neat and tidy 
and shall be liable to make good any damages to the building and its 
installations caused during his/her occupancy other than by normalwear 
and tear. Damages caused due to carelessness or in advertance of the occupant 
shall be repaired departinentally and cost recovered from the occupant, as 
if it is arrears of rent. 

15. (1) , Rent payable by the occupant of the quarters shall be 7.5% 
of his pay in the revised scale or the standard rout whichever is lower or the 
am unt fixed in accordance with the rules in force from time to time. 
Explanation.-- The above rate will take effect from 1-9-1974 . For the 

purpose ofthis rule , the definition of pay occurring in 
rule 12 (23 ), R. S. R., Part I shall be the basis for 

neckoning the pay for calculation of the rate of rent , 
(2 ) If the bushand and wife are Government servants and residing 
in the quarters, rent payable shall be calculated on the basis of the pay of 
the person drawing higher rate. However, the rent shall be payable by the 
person in whose name the quarters are allotted . The allottee in such cases 
shall intimate the Ex cutive Engineer , B & R concerned the change in 
the rates of pay of himself herself as well as his wife/her husband. Both the 
cccupants shall be h :ld jointly and severally responsible for payment of rent 
and Oiher requirements of these rules , as far as applicable to them . 
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(3 ) Houscirent allowance shall be denied only to the allotice of the 
quarters , whether it is the husband or the wife as the case inay.be. 

(4 ) The standard rent hall be fixed at 8 % eight per cent) of the 
capital costs of thc building. 
Explanation .--- For calculating the standard rent for the puropse of this 

rule, capital cost of a building shall be arrived at based on 

the instructionis laid down in appendix VI, 
(5 ) Payment of rent or arrears thereofshall be made by short-drawal 
in the salary bills of officers to whom quarters are allotted . 

(6 ) In the case of occupants who proceed on leave or are placed 
under suspension , the rent payable may be 7.5 % of a complete month s pay 
drawn by him immediately before he proceeds on leave or was placed under 
suspension or standard rent, whichever is lower, and the amount shall be 
realised from his leave salary or subsistence allowance, as the case may be. 
In case no leave salary or subsistence allowance is recoverable from the 
occupants , the rent payable shall be recovered from the occupantäs detailed 
in rule 30 . 

16. ( 1) A Government servant occupying the quarters when trans 
ferred from the station shall vacate the quarters within a period of onc 
month from the date of order of the transfer . The Alloiting authority inay 
consider request for grant of extension of time for Occupation of the quarters 
on merits and grant extension for a period not excecding six months in all or 
till the end of the academic year, whichever is earlier on usual rate of rect. 
No further extension shall for any reason be allowed . Action scall be taken 
for eviction of the occupants after the extended period . 
Note .-- This rule shall not apply if the quarters are occupied by husband 

and wife who are both Governmentservants and if only one of tliem 
is transferred from the station . If the quarters is allotted in the 
name of the other person transferred it shall be transferred to the 
naine of the other person and rent recovery shall be effected based 
on the pay of the occupant in such cases. The formalities regarding 
registration of application and allotment detailed in rule 5 shali 

not be applicable in such case of transfer of allotment. 

(2 ) Government servants occupying the quarters who retire from 
service shall vacate the quarters on the date of retireinent. If they however 
wish continue occupation on account of unavoidable circumstances they 
shall apply to the allotting authority sufficiently carly and in any case before 
fourteen days prior to the date of retirement . The allotting authority may 
consider the request for grant of extension for a period not exceeding sis 
months in all or till the end of the academic year whichever is earlier. No 
further extension shall on any score be allowed . · Action shall be taken for 
cvictiod of the occupants after the extended period . If the request of the 
Government servant for continued occupation is granted they shall pay the 
standard rent in advance before 5th of every month and also shall give an 
undertaking in writing to the allotting authority , to the eflect that they shall 


be liable to the dues to Government if any being recovered from their 
pension , in case they fail to pay the dues : If the occupant continues 
occupation of the quarters unauthorisedly, after the date of retirement, action 
shall be taken to evict them . 

(3), Where occupancy terminates due to retirement or other causes, 
the officer s last pay shall be disbursed only on receipt of the certificate of 
the Executive Engineer concerned that no rent is due from the officer. 
Receipt of this certificate shall also be a condition for the issue of non 
liability certificate to or on behalf of the officer before final settlement of 
his/her retirement benefits or payment of gratuity/pension to family . 

(4 ) . In case an officer goes on long leave for more than six months, 
previous sanction of Government shall be obtained for 

the continued 
occupation of the quarters. In such case , rent shall be calculated and 
realised at the rate prescribed in rule 15. For the purpose of this rule , the 
amount of pay drawn by the officer immediately before the commencement 
of the leave shall be the basis for determining the amount of rent to be 
realised from the officer. 
Nole: -Heads of office shall ascertain from the persons working under 

thern and occupying quarters, whether they have left any arrcars 
of rent or other dues and show such amount in L. P. C. issued to 
Accountant Gencral after retirement of thc.oliccr for settling their 
terminal dues, if the individual concerned does not pay the dues 

before that. 
17. Whenever possible, the occupant shall give advance information 
to the Executive Engineer concerned about vacating of quarters. Normally 
this period shall be 30 days in advance of the proposed date of vacating .
